ACH year since the building of the Fasig-Tipton Company’s sales pavilion and paddocks 

at Saratoga, it has been the writer’s good fortune to have had an invitation from Arthur 
B. Hancock to inspect the yearlings going to that great mart from Claiborne Stud, one of 
Kentucky’s leading Thoroughbred horse nurseries, in the bounteous county of Bourbon, a short 
way east of the corporate limits of the interesting little city of Paris. And this year we had 
the added good fortune in seeing the yearlings in company with two such capable trainers 
and competent judges of bloodstock as are Messrs. Charles C. VanMeter and James Hukill, 
in addition to Mr. Hancock and Dr. E. A. Caslick and Dave Peel, members of the Claiborne 
Stud staff. 

Leonard Sutcliffe already had been there with his camera, and so we are enable to present 
in this issue pictures of fifteen of the colts and fillies upon which our fancy turned as _ the 
youngsters were brought from their stalls and exhibited in the cool halls of the big barns, 
while the sun beamed brilliantly and burning outside. 

If it were left to the writer to make a choice of all the yearlings he saw that day at 
Claiborne, he would unhesitatingly select the chestnut colt by Whisk [Continued on page 6 
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JAMES ROWE, SR., IS CALLED. 


T the top of his profession, first as a jockey, 

next as a trainer, then as trainer-manager, 
James Rowe, one of America’s greatest horse- 
men and most respected men of the Turf, 
answered the final summons at Saratoga Springs, 
N. Y., August 2. 

His was more than half a century of activity 
in racing, and it was constructive activity. He 
was, from boyhood, a clean sportsman, always 
out to win, and always displaying the knowledge 
and ability necessary to success. 

So it is that his methods have become models 
and his achievements have furnished insipration 
for younger men who have come and are coming 
after him. 

As great as he was as a horseman, and as 
wonderful as were his accomplishments in the 
winning of prizes of the Turf, his honesty was 
his most charming possession. 

The Turf, yea, even the world, is the better for 
his having been. In offering our condolence to 
his widow, his sons and his daughter, we say 
with them: “May his soul rest in peace.” 


BLUE LARKSPUR IS THROUGH. 
T is with regret that we chronicle the breaking 
down and the retirement from racing of 
Colonel E. R. Bradley’s brilliant 3-year-old, Blue 
Larkspur. When he was led from his stall at 
Saratoga in the morning of Saturday, August 3, 
the day for the running of the Miller Stakes, in 
which he was considered to be so far superior 
to others entered that the race was counted a 
virtual gift to him, it was found that the son 
ot Black Servant from Blossom Time was 
limping. 

Examination disclosed that the lameness was 
due to trouble of the left fore tendon. His with- 
drawal from the race was promptly announced, 
and Colonel Bradley gave instructions that Olin 
Gentry, who is at Saratoga with yearlings to be 
sold the evening of August 8, is to bring him 
back to Idle Hour Farm, leaving there Aug- 
ust 9. Manager Barry Shannon states that Blue 
Larkspur is to begin service next season as a 
stallion at the place of his birth. 


Blue Larkspur had trouble in that leg as a 
2-year-old. It was the result of his having been 


kicked or struck by another horse at the post 
or during the running of the race for the Futur- 
ity at Belmont Park. This year he had not 
been entirely free from suspicion, but he had 
not taken a lame step until Saturday morning. 


In sending the colt back to the farm with in- 
structions to retire him, Colonel Bradley is in 
line with what was the advice of the late Dr. 
R. W. McCully, when he used to say: “If they’ve 
had leg trouble at two, and bow at three, retire 
them at four.” 

Blue Larkspur had established his claim to 
championship rank, and it was the hope of his 
breeder-owner that he would go on to surpass the 
$313,639 record of Zev, which stands at the head 
of the list of money-winning horses in America. 
Blue Larkspur now ranks sixth in the list, with 
earnings of $220,420. 


YEARLING SALES OUTLOOK. 


HAT of the outlook for the yearling sales? 

We have met up with a few—and they have 
been gentlemen who are not breeding for the 
market—who have said they do not think the 
yearlings at Saratoga this year will average as 
well as they did last year in the matter of price, 
though they say they feel that the offerings gen- 
erally as good, if not better than last year. 


On the other hand, we find that the breeders 
almost to a man are optimistic about the market 
and believe values will be sustained. 


We have the same feeling about it. Conditions 
in the country are good, and the sport never 
had about it greater popularity than now. 


The demand for developed horses was never 
stronger than today. So, then, with the offer- 
ings as good or better than usual, why should 
there not be as good, if not better, market at 
Saratoga than last year? 


We see no contrary reason, and we are of the 
opinion that the optimism of the breeders will 
prove to have been justified. 

One thing to remember is that the market for 
developed horses cannot be supplied unless some 
one develops them, and only those who have 
yearlings to begin with can have developed 
horses. 


The intelligent selection and handling of young 
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Thoroughbreds offers the best field for investment 
of which we know at the present time. 

Our advice to men who have the means is to 
go to the market, buy a few good individuals, 
insure them, place them with a capable trainer, 
bring them along slowly and carefully, and when 
ready show their prowess in races and sell them, 
realizing a nice profit. 

But to keep them and have the thrills and con- 
tact and better health and greater enjoyment 
that goes with racing than can be had in any 
other way would be still better. 


UNUSUAL EXPERIMENT. 


HE editor of THE BLOOD-HORSE, by invitation 

of the owners a few days ago visited a small 
place (only sixteen acres) within fifteen minutes 
motor ride from Lexington whereon there are 
sixteen Thoroughbreds, and whereat he was made 
acquainted with some remarkable methods. 
There are two 2-year-old colts, which have never 
been trained, though both have had exercise 
under saddle on a straw ring in one.of the pad- 
docks. 

Each of these 2-year-olds this year served 
mares—one of them five, and the other one mare. 
The mating was done—not without mature 
thought and deliberation and not without advice 
from a competent veterinarian as to the physical 
fitness of the colts for the purpose—because the 
proprietors stated they were unable to pay the 
service fees required for the better stallions, and 
that it was a matter of mating with less desirable 
horses, or letting the mares go barren this year, 
or using their own colts, sons of good sires. They 
had previously decided that they would not race 
any more of their horses as 2-year-olds and would 
not even have them trained until late in their 
second year or early in their third year. 

We looked those two colts over carefully and 
critically and we were unable to discover that 
they had been adversely affected by their service 
as stallions. They appear robust, vigorous and 
normal. They are entirely free from blemish 
and their flesh is firm, even though, we were in- 
formed, they do not run out all of the time and 
are not now being ridden. They average about 
three hours daily out of doors. The brood- 
mares, too, are kept up much of the time because 
of the limited acreage. 

The two barns in which these sixteen horses 
have their stalls are screened and are cool. 
There were astonishingly few flies, and the stalls 
were clean and odorless. We were told that they 
are kept that way by the use of lime in prob- 
ably greater quantity than is the practice on the 
larger farms or in the training stables. One 
barrel of lime each four days is used. Particular 
attention is given to feeding, and with one ex- 
ception the coats of the horses appeared unusually 
bright and healthy. We were told the horses are 
seldom brushed, yet their coats were clean. Clean 


stalls was the answer. The statement was made 
that no horse on the place had ever been sick, 
and again clean stalls was given as the answer. 
The stalls are never permitted to be wet. 

We saw a blind mare, in splendid condition, 
with her yearling filly as yet unweaned, and 
were told that the mare and filly, which is nearly 
as large as her dam, occupy the same stall and 
that neither is ever disturbed by the other while 
together in the stall, which is not overlarge. 
This filly is not to be saddled until late next year. 
With the exception of two, the mares are young, 
and there was only one foal of this year, a grand 
looking filly, on the place. 

We are wondering how the experiment will 
work out. Meanwhile we would be glad to hear 
from any reader of THE BLOOD-HORSE who knows 
ot a similar incident in Thoroughbred horse 
production. 


FOR HIGHER WEIGHTS. 
~ England it is the purpose of the Jockey Club 
stewards to have the handicappers increase 
the weights to such an extent that the more 
proficient riders can be employed without having 
to resort to the wasting so damaging to them 
in every way. If the conditions of the races 
were so drawn and the weights in handicaps so 
allotted as to give more mounts to the heavier 
and more skilful jockeys in this country, and if 
the racing officials would see to it that they 
rode fairly in all respect, or not all, we would 
have much better sport. The following from the 
pen of “Augur,” writing in The Sporting Life 
(London) is quite pertinent to the situation in 
America: 

“Obviously, the greater the amount of em- 
ployment that can be given to talented jockeys 
the greater are the benefits conferred upon the 
sport, whether looked at from the owners’ point 
of view or that of the public. 

“There are ample opportunities for those 
younger riders who are properly coached—as we 
find in the cases of Wootton’s apprentices—and 
it is a blot on racing to impose conditions which 
mean that their elders have either to beat nature 
—a process which in the long run exacts a 
penalty—by ‘melting’ their weight, or be obliged 
to stand down.” 


PIMLICO STAKES. 
TTENTION is called to the Maryland Jockey 
Club’s advertisement of stakes closing 
Thursday, August 15, for the autumn meeting, 
November 1 to 13, inclusive, which appears on 
page 26 of this issue of THE BLOopD-HorRsE. It is 


a grand array of valuable events for the autumn 
sport at one of America’s most popular courses, 
where no purse is .to be for less than $1,300 and 
where a gift of $50 is made to the trainer of each 
winner, except in the Pimlico Cup, when the win- 
ner’s trainer receives $1,500, second $500, third 
$300 and fourth $200. 
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ALONG THE WAY 


RACING FOR SPORT’S SAKE. 
ELLING of the three great American racing 


organizations that have adopted the non- 
profit plan, Daily Running Horse (New York) 
has this in editorial appreciation of Saratoga, 
Belmont Park and Arlington Park: 

“Saratoga is steeped in tradition as is no other 
American track. It has drawn the greatest 
actors and played before the finest audiences in 
America for two generations. The Cavanagh 
Special for decades has carried the metropolitan 
crowd of race followers northward at the close 
of each July. The old-timers have stayed at the 
same hotels and houses until their status as 
transient guests has long since passed. The same 
great stakes have been hung up for great horses 
to pluck. Jockeys have come to Saratoga as 
apprentices and returned there yearly as they 
became owners and trainers until they have 
grown old along with the track and become a 
living part of its history. The same starter has 
been sending fields away for more than 20 years. 
Many of the names of 20 and 30 years ago are 
on the lists of owners and officials. You can find 
some of the same faces, possibly some of the 
same carriages, among the rows of hackmen. 

“The quality of Saratoga racing has been more 
uniform than that of any other track in the 
country. And this because at Saratoga racing 
is for sport’s sake. There is no attempt at profit, 
and this spirit on the part of the management 
has brought about a corresponding spirit of 
sportsmanship on the part of the participants in 
the racing. 

“The up-state course is the first of three great 
American tracks which have adopted the non- 
profit basis of conducting meetings, and it is one 
of the best things that can be said about Ameri- 
can racing, that all three of them have been 
notable successes. As long as these three tracks 

Saratoga, Belmont and Arlington——-remain 
dominant, the sport of kings may be expected to 
hold and increase the prestige it enjoys today.” 

The New Orleans Fair Grounds could have 
been included as a fourth track giving racing for 
sport’s sake. 


OLD-TIMERS. 
RITING from Saratoga to The Morning Tele- 
graph (New York), Clem McCarthy said: 
“Harry Bengston, official timer at the Reno 
(Nevada) meeting, sent Matt Fitz Morris a 
program. We got a flash at it; talk about old 
horses! Tijuana never was in it. In every race 
but one of eight, there were starters whose ages 
ran from nine to fifteen. Such veterans of big 
time racing as Matinee Idol (Whitney bred), now 
14, and who ran second; Zealot (another Whitney 
they seem to last forever), now 10; Cheer 
Leader, 15, one of Majah Tom McDowell’s home 
breds; Sunnyland (shades of Bob Smith and 
Clarence Buxton and Harry Unna, all of whom 
won races aplenty with this grand old charger), 
now 14 and favorite in his races and Rapid 
Stride, 12. Eddie Arlington would have gotten a 
kick out of the program. Ed liked to name his 
horses for popular plays and characters of the 
day--Barney Google, etc. He had one called Is 
Zat So; now performing in cheap races at Reno, 
outsider and not in the money.” 

When this fell under the eyes of Walter Mor- 
arity, member of the staff of the same publica- 
tion, he wrote: “Our good friend Clem comments 
on the aged steeds who are winning races at 


Reno, Nevada. He doesn’t make any mistake, 
but he casts an unfair aspersion on Far Western 
racing, for on major racetracks far east of Reno 
many ancient and noble Thoroughbreds §still 
carry on. I said something of this the other day, 
but Saturday produced another flock of them. 
Take a look at Devonshire: Miss Rosedale, 8; 
Backbone 7, and Atoi, 7. One can look all over 
the charts here in the East and find aged steeds 
winning every day. Please, Clem, don’t make 
fun of Reno. It’s only a little place trying to get 
along, trying to gain a spot in the sun for some 
other reason than the ease with which family 
ties may be severed. Us young fellows must give 
the old-timers a chance, eh, Clem?” 

Well, anyhow, we would remind both Clem and 
Walter that these oldish horses are serving the 
purpose for which they were produced. They are 
guide posts to progress in breeding. They are 
helping to determine whether or not the breed 
is being improved. They must have stamina, 
powers of endurance, as well as speed, otherwise 
they would not be carrying on to advanced ages 
as they are. If they were not hardy horses they 
would long since have passed out of the picture 
entirely. We have always believed in the sur- 
vival of the fittest and we know, too, that the 
laws of average govern everything in life, so 
let the oldsters run whenever and wherever they 
are able to get their names on the program. 


INFUSION A NECESSITY. 
6¢¢7T CERTAINLY am one that believes the in- 
fusing of the best Thoroughbred blood from 


alien countries, periodically, is of a real necessity 
to the furtherance of successful horse production 
in every land,” says T. P. Brophy in The Morning 
Telegraph (New York), and he continues: “and 
as a proof of my assertion will quote two cases 
in my native land in the past twenty-five years 
where the advent of predominant foreign blood 
has been a boon and a blessing. 

“When the late Richard Croker brought the 
famous American mare, Rhoda B., of the great 
Hanover line of blood, to Ireland, he laid the 
foundation stone of one of the most successful 
Thoroughbred lines of production existing in the 
world today. From a cross of Orme (grandson 
of Bend Or), he got the English and Irish Derby 
winner, Orby, and the latter, as a sire has left 
us sons and daughters, grandchildren, aye, even 
great-grandchildren, that today are predominant 
in turf circles throughout the universe. 

“My second example dates even to a still later 
period, as when the successful Irish breeder, the 
late Edward Kennedy, brought the grey line of 
Roi Herode (grandson of the great Le Sancy) 
from France, the English and Irish stock pro- 
ducers at first rubbed their eyes with awe, and 
behind backs, referred to the experiment as 
Kennedy's folly. But he who laughs last usually 
is the wiser, and when the grey wonder, The 
Tetrarch, dubbed the hobby horse, due to his 
curious markings, came to the Turf, they woke 
up to the great foresight and practical know- 
ledge the master of the Straffan Station Stud 
had when he purchased Roi Herode for his stud. 
Years ago the grey horse in England and Ireland 
was the exception, and quite a wonder. Today 
things are different. The grey blood of Roi 
Herode, through his grandson, Tetratema, rules 
the roost. What a benefit has occurred to Irish 
Thoroughbred producers from the advent of the 
American blood of Hanover and the French blood 
of Le Sancy is easier imagined than correctly 
figured, where benefits would be a million-fold.”

Broom II, out of *Royal Dispatch (dam of the 
English winner My Toy) by *Ambassador IV 
(stake winner in England and sire of such good 
ones as St. James, Peanuts, Myra Gray, Constan- 
cy, Herrick, Bimba, Peace Celebration, Priscilla 
Ruley, Amberjack, Filemaker, Wee Burn, Pre- 
mier, Apostle, and others, and of the dams of 
such as Voltaic and Good as Gold), the next dam 
Princess Persimmon, a good daughter of Per- 
simmon; the third dam the stakes winner and 
producer Anne, by St. Angelo; the next dam 
Princess Louise Victoria by Hermit, and the 


fifth dam Louise Victoria by Marsyas, thence 
back through a good branch of the No. 13 
family. 


By the sire of Victorian, Whiskery, Diavolo, 
Whiskaway, Goshawk, Nedna, Cresta, Parader, 
Woodland, Klondyke, Initiate, Upset, John P. 
xrier, Gnome, Flags, Hedge Fence, Spick and 
Span, Backbone, Dazzler, Gracious Gift, Twitter 
and others, and out of a daughter of *Ambassa- 
dor IV (own brother to Brown Prince II) and 
they sons of Dark Ronald, this colt is a com- 
posit of the blood of some of the very best horses 
of America and Europe, and, as can be seen 
from his pciture, though, of course, not so well 
as in the flesh, he is a magnificent specimen. He 
most assuredly will be one of the yearlings sell- 
ing for highest prices at Saratoga this month, 
and it shouldn’t be surprising if he should be the 
very top of the market, since the sons of Whisk 
Broom II have long been desirable, and more so 
now that this splendid sire is among the departed 
of the equine tribe. 

We will take the others we saw in alphabetical 
order. The bay colt (brother to Ormont and 
Smoldering) by Chatterton —*Bandana III (sister 
to Meledy a stakes winner in England and win- 
ner in France and Germany and grandam of 
King Nadi) by *Meddler, is of good type. 

The bay filly (sister to Indian Scout) by Camp- 
fire -Better Believe (sister to Believe Me Girls) 
by Helmet, is a well made one which will stand 
a lot of training and looks the part of a winner. 

One of the best is the chestnut colt (half- 
brother to Wrangler, Lodore and Pencraft) by 
Chatterton -*Bold Lady by Marcovil. This is a 
grand colt. 

The brown colt (half-brother to Milton) by 
Black Servant. -*Chorus Girl II by Fitz-Herbert, 
has more length and height than the get of Black 
Servant usually display. His head is very like 
that of Blue Larkspur. 

A chestnut colt of much quality and finish, and 
very quick, is the half-brother to Brocade, Peeka- 
boo and Billy Todd, by Campfire) Embroidery 
(stake winer of 17 races and sister to Polka Dot, 
Paddy Whack and Ten-Lec, all stakes winners) 


by Celt, whose daughters have produced Dr. 
Freeland, Petee-Wrack, Easter Stockings, Sun 
Edwin, Ironsides, Mint Olga, Nocturnal, Hot 


Pepper, Fly Hawk and others. 

The bay filly (sister to Pansy Walker) by *Sir 
Gallahad Ill—*FErne (a very fast mare) by White 
Eagle (sire of the dams of Royal Lancer, 
Poisoned Arrow, Flamingo, *Twink, Blandford, 
sire of Trigo, winner of the Epsom Derby this 
year) impresses one that she possesses stamina, 
is durable and will do for the course. 

One that has size, quality and generally grand 
appearance, inspiring the conclusion that he may 
make a Kentucky Derby winner is the chestnut 
colt by Chatterton—-Fasnet (sister to Blazes) by 
*Wrack, out of Blazing Star by *Star Shoot. 
One bred like Rose of Sharon is the chestnut 
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colt by *Light Brigade—-Fidget (dam of Doyle, 
Swim and Dandy Anne) by Plaudit, next dam 
Outcome (Oaks winner, good producer and 
grandam of Bobashela, etc.), by Sir Dixon. This 
colt is a handsome one, and smoother than the 
get of *Light Brigade usually are. 


A good one is the chestnut colt by High Time 

Flying Star (dam of Gotta Gonow, Flying 
Sweep, Fading Star and Fiery Flight) by *Star 
Shoot. 

The brown filly (sister to Johanna and Denny 
Cooney) by Sweep——Hindu Dress (half-sister to 
eight winners) by Delhi, is one that will come to 
hand quickly and is a beauty in type and ap- 
pearance. 

The half-sister to Empty Glass and Campion, 
a dark bay filly by Chatterton Inquisition (half- 
sister to four winners) by *Wrack, is a big one 
on short legs; is very level; has length, and is 
generally good looking. She is easily one of the 
stars. 

Folks who know the story of *Durbar IT and 
what his get have been doing in France, and 
those who know his daughter *Flambette and his 
son Rajah in this country, will want the good 
bay filly by this Epsom Derby winner, out of 
Mary Johnston, a winning daughter of *Omar 
Khayyam. She is a worthy one from a good 
family. 

A rugged colt, good all over, is the bay half- 
brother to Omareen, by Campfire Mavourneen 
(winner of 13 races and sister to the stakes 
winner Cinderella and half-sister to nine other 
winners, including the stakes winners King Nep- 
tune and Sea Pirate) by Celt. 


A big, heavy-boned, attractive colt of good 
type is the bay son of *Light Brigade- -Medaena 


by Ben Brush. This fellow is a brother in blood 
to Hydromel and Fair Phantom, a brother to 
Bolivar Bond, Massillon and Engadine and half- 
brother to Mae Quince. His dam is a sister to 
Honeydew, stakes winner and dam of Hydromel. 

The chestnut colt by Ladkin--Nebula by *Star 
Shoot is a nice one, with so unusually large a 
throat that Mr. VanMeter remarked: “Very little 
likelihood of his ever becoming a roarer.” He is 
half-brother to Timely Thoughts and Tiger 
Flowers. 

An extra good one is the half-brother to seven 
winners, a brown colt by Sweep—Noowa (dam of 
Zea, in England and India; Branxholme, in Eng- 
land; Zardar, in Egypt; Jeffred, in England and 
South Africa; Caloosa, New Gold and Kirkover, 
in America) by *Meddler. Noowa is sister to 
Pharaoh, 22 wins, and their dam was the famous 
American mare, Hatasoo, own sister to Mesmer- 
ist, by “Albert. Their dam, Hindoo by *Darebin, 
produced ten winners. This colt has more size 
than is generally carried by the get of Sweep, 
and should be in strong request. 

A sturdy colt, good all around, is the chestnut 
son of Bubbling Over—-*Peroration by Clarissi- 
mus. His dam is half-sister to the English stakes 
winner Porus and to *Politian, winner in Eng- 
land, stake winner in India and sire in India 
and America. This colt belongs to the same 
family from which Galaday comes. 

The chestnut colt by High Time—*Red Hair II 
by William Rufus is a nice horse which will be 
wanted by good judges. His dam has produced 
four winners—-Auburn, Henna, Red Pate and Red 
Iris. 

A fine, big fellow, with more than usual finish 
is the chestnut colt (half-brother to the stakes 
winner Edict and the winners Proclamation, 
Anna Horton, Orders and Resolute) by Campfire 
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—-Royal Message by “Star Shoot. He is one of 


the stars of the season. 

There are those among owners and trainers 
who have had good fortune with horses having 
a “rabbit foot” and they are always interested 
when they hear of one, so here he is, and a good 
individual, the bay colt by Chatterton——Star Puss 
(dam of Siren and Kitty Cat) by Jim Gaffney, 
out of Star Jasmine (winner of 26 races including 
the Latonia Cup, 2 1-4 miles, and dam of five 
winners) by *Ogden. 

A colt of much quality and more than ordinary 
length of rein is the chestnut by Campfire—Sudor 
(stakes winner and half-sister to the King’s Plate 
winner Aconi) by Dorante. 

A nice filly is the chestnut by Jim Gaffney— 
Veiled Colleen, a winning daughter of The Finn, 
who was foster mother to High Strung. Her 
dam, Scenery, produced Woodlake, winner of 14 
races. 

By *Sir Gallahad III, whose get are beginning 
to show up well in this country, out of *Venture- 
some II (dam of the English stakes winner *Di- 
apason) by Sir Martin, a bay colt of robust ap- 
pearance is certain to attract attention at the Spa. 

When the good-looking bay filly (sister to the 
Preakness Stakes winner Vigil, and to the win- 
ner Bignonia) by Jim Gaffney—-Vignola (a win- 
ner up to seven and sister to the stakes winner 
and sire Voorhees) by *Solitaire II was led out, 
Mr. Hancock remarked: “In successive years 
Nimba and Galaday stood on the same side of 
this barn where this filly’s stall is. She is very 
like both those in color, and I hope she will be 
also in performance.” 


The picture of the chestnut filly by Campfire— 
Viva America (stakes winner of 17 races and 
dam of Jim Bethel) by McGee does not do her 
justice. She is a good one, a really nice filly, 
which looks like making a winner. 

One of the very best in appearance and the 
one we saw last—the bay colt by Stimulus— 
Melodia (a winner and sister to the stakes win- 
ner Turnberry) by Cudgel, out of Melody (men- 
tioned above) by *Meddler, next dam *Ballantrae 
by Ayrshire.

COL. W. S. DUDLEY’S YEARLINGS 


N the first page of this issue of THE BLOOD- 
HORSE is a picture of the yearling chestnut 


colt by Bubbling Over, out of Thunderbird, by 
“Star Shoot, and on page 13 is a picture of his 
dam and her suckling filly by *Monk’s Way. 
Also on page 13 are pictures of the other five 
yearlings belonging to Col. W. S. Dudley and 
bred and raised at the Sunny Hill Stock Farm of 
his brother-in-law, Letton Vimont, in Bourbon 
County, near Millersburg, Ky., which are booked 
for sale at Saratoga, Monday evening, August 
19, the second night of the Claiborne-Ellerslie 
sale. 

This Bubbling Over colt has been greatly ad- 
mired by a number of good judges who have 
visited Sunny Hill Farm during the past year. 
Last fall, just after he was weaned, the writer 
motored to Sunny Hill with Col. E. R. Bradley 
and Manager Barry Shannon of Idle Hour Farm, 
and after they had inspected the foals, they 
complimented Colonel Dudley on his possession of 
them and Mr. Vimont on the excellence of their 
appearance and condition. 

Fiven then they were agreed that this son of 
Thunderbird is a replica of his sire. “He is very 
like Bubbling Over in conformation and color,” 
Manager Shannon said. ‘He is a first class colt, 
and IT am sure you will not regret being known 
as his breeder,” said Colonel Bradley to Colonel 
Dudley. 

The writer made another visit to Sunny Hill 
July 31 and the improvement in the yearlings 
during the lapse of nine months is so marked 
that he feels nothing ventured in offering the 
prediction that they will make a higher average 
than any other farm in the land producing as 
many as six individuals for the sale. 

It may be that the number to go will be re- 
duced to five, for the magnificent bay filly by 
‘Blink IT, out of Ida Claire (dam of Kumonin and 
Good Shepherd, which sold for $10,000 to Mose 
Goldblatt, and was worth it) by Golden Maxim, 
struck her left knee while running out a few 
nights ago, and it is somewhat swollen, though 
she has not been a particle lame from it. 

It does not pay to ship one to Saratoga, no 
matter how good, if it has the slightest thing the 
matter with it, so Colonel Dudley will leave her 
at home, unless the swelling is all gone by the 
night of August 6, when they are to be shipped, 
along with the Claiborne Stud and Marchmont 
yearlings. . 

Here is a tip. If the *Blink filly does not show 
up at Saratoga, it would be well for those who 
like the breed to keep tab on her. This is the 
filly John E. Madden wanted to buy from Colonel 
Dudley when she was only a few days old. She 
is bristling with “class,’’ that thing which train- 
ers so well know and cannot define. 

Before reverting to the Bubbling Over colt, let 
us tell you about the other colt in the consign- 
ment. He is a bay, by *Phalaros, out of Butter- 
cup, by Flittergold (sire of Roguish Eye and 
brother to Fair Play). *Phalaros is the son of 
Phalaris (one of the leading sires in England), 
out of Picardel, by Picton, which W. T. Wag- 
goner brought from England at a cost of over 
$70,000, and which now is the premier sire at 
Three D’s Stock Farm, Arlington, Texas. 

This is a grand colt. Mr. Vimont, who has 
known him since the day he was foaled, and who 
is an exceedingly competent horseman, having 
since boyhood been breeding, training and ex- 
hibiting saddle and show horses, says he is one 


of the hardiest, most sensible, and most active 
horses he has ever known. He is of the sprinter 
type, and that can be well understood when one 
knows his antecedents, numbered among which 
was Butterflies, winner of the Futurity. 

Now, back to the Bubbling Over colt. Since 
the offerings were put into the catalogue in the 
alphabetical order of the names of their dams, 
he comes near the last, No. 53, but he will be 
worth waiting for, should some of the attend- 
ants at the ring side become impatient. 

Never out of the money, his sire was one of the 
best race horses ever seen in America. His dam, 
a winner three seasons, since first bred has had 
five successive foals, and the three of racing 
age are winners, namely Ormonbird, Vimont and 
Jim Dandy, sold for $25,000. The fourth foal and 
likewise fourth colt, is this splendid son of 
Bubbling Over. The fifth is the filly by *Monk’s 
Way. The mare was mated this year with Trans- 
mute, and at the farm the men say they feel 
reasonably certain she is again true. 

Thunderbird, aside from being by the great 
broodmare sire, “Star Shoot, is out of Grace 
G. (by *Albert), winner of 27 races and dam of 
Twinkle Blue and Grace of Ogden, dam of the 
winners Catesby and Long Run. The next dam 
was Mountain Madge (by Faustus), winner and 
dam of five winners. The next dam was *Golden 
Queen tracing to a good branch of the No. 13 
family. 

The others in the Dudley consignment are 
fillies. There is a grand chestnut by *Omar 
Khayyam, out of Badinage (dam of three win- 
ners and sister to Lucky Wave, dam of four win- 
ners, including Ginger) by Cunard. Another is 
a racy-looking bay daughter of Bubbling Over, 
out of Continent (dam of the winners Gay Farie, 
Nearby and Contention, dam of Girasol) by 
‘Ogden, and the next dam was the fine Con- 
tinental, by Yankee, out of Royal Gun, dam of 
nine winners, by Royal Hampton. The other, a 
black daughter of *Phalaros, out of Pretty 
Politician (winner for two seasons and dam of 
three winners) by Ballot, out of Maifou (a win- 
ner two seasons and dam of three winners, by 
Hastings. This filly is very level and sensible and 
is sure to run. 

We also saw at Sunny Hill Farm *Monk’s Way, 
a grand young stallion, and a number of his first 
crop of foals. He is one to well stamp his get 
with quality and finish, and there is every reason 
to believe he will fulfill Colonel Dudley’s expecta- 
tions for him as a sire. 

After we had seen the Thoroughbreds, Mr. 
Vimont brought out a six weeks old saddle-bred 
foal, which already had been fitted with a halter, 
broken to lead and to stand in show-ring fashion. 
What a display of character and smartness he 
did make. He is a precocious as some of the very 
juvenile members of the human race today, and 
he really seemed to know what he was doing and 
what it was all about. Truly, blood will tell.

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DEATH OF JAMES ROWE, SR. 


apenas an illness of comparatively short 
duration, James Rowe, Sr., one of America’s 
greatest and most respected trainers, died at 9 
o'clock in the morning of Friday, August 2, at 
the Saratoga Hospital, Saratoga Springs, N. Y. 

The remains were removed to the home of 
James Rowe, Jr., from whence the body was 
taken at 11 o’clock Monday morning, August 5, 
to St. Peter’s Roman Catholic Church, Saratoga, 
where the largely attended funeral services were 
held. The body then was sent to Red Bank, N. J., 
for interment. 

Mr. Rowe is survived by his widow, Mrs. Elva 
N. Rowe, three sons, James, Jr., Thomas, Robert, 
and one daughter, 
Dorothy. James Jr., 
was the only one of 
these in Saratoga at 
the time of his fath- 
er’s death. 

At the time of his 
death, as he had 
been for many years, 
Mr. Rowe was chief 
trainer and director 
of the racing stables 
of Harry Payne 
Whitney, whose 
horses, entered for 
the racing of Satur- 
day at Saratoga, 
were withdrawn as a 
token of respect. 

News of Mr. 
Rowe’s death was 
heard with expres- 
THE LATE JAMES ROWE, SR. sions of regret in all 

parts of the country, 
since through his long and useful career on the 
Turt he had become an international figure in 
the racing world. 

Mr. Rowe was in his late seventies. He was a 
native of Richmond, Va., where, when he first 
was observed by the late D. McDaniel, he was 
employed at a depot news stand. Mr. McDaniel, 
the father of Henry, William and Dave, all good 
trainers, and the grandfather of ‘“Puddin’" Mc- 
Daniel, took Mr. Rowe into his stable within a 
very short while after he had first seen him in 
Richmond, and under that able man’s instruction 
he was not long in gaining a high place as a 
jockey. 

in 1871, 1872 and 1873 he scored some of his 
most notable successes as a rider, heading the 
list of riders in those years. In the first men- 
tioned two years he rode Harry Bassett and Joe 
Daniels to many triumphs. Harry Bassett was 
a 3-year-old in 1871 and among his notable 
victories with Rowe riding were the Jerome, 
Dixie, Kenner (now known as the Miller), and 
the Saratoga Cup. Joe Daniels, a 3-year-old, the 
following year, Rowe rode to victory in the 
Jerome, Belmont, Kenner and Travers. He had 
won the Nursery with the colt the year before. 
In 18738 Jimmy Rowe was in the saddle when 
Springbok won the Belmont. The same season 
he won the Ladies Handicap with Kate Pease. 

Later young Rowe, with Jimmy Brown, who is 
still a well known figure in racing, joined the 
Barnum Hippodrome for which he rode races in 
the old Madison Square Garden, heading the 
list there. 

Mr. Rowe first appeared as a trainer when he 


took the horse Spendthrift for Hugh Gaffney in 
1876 and at Hartford he hung up a mile record 
with the horse now known as the great-grandsire 
of Man o’ War. In the fall of the same year he 
took over the horses of Davis and Hall, a stable 
of importance that included Kenny, Romany, 
Oriflamme and Little Minch. 

But this racing establishment did not compare 
with the string that Mr. Rowe campaigned with 
much marked success for the brothers Phil and 
Mike Dwyer. Among the horses raced under 
those silks were Rhadamanthus, Charlie How- 
ward, Vigil, George Kinney, Charlie Gorham, 
Warfield, Onondaga, Luke Blackburn, Miss 
Woodford, Bootjack, Flias Laurence, Red and 
Blue, Francesca, Hindoo, Runnymede, Quito and 
Checkmate, as well as various others of lesser 
reputation. 

It was over the starting of Miss Woodford 
that Mr. Rowe disagreed with the Dwyers and 
left their employ, and he trained later for H. O. 
Bernard, and raced the good mare East Lynne. 

In 1888 Mr. Rowe trained for August Belmont 
and he met with the same success that attended 
his other training operations, fitting many Bel- 
mont horses for notable triumphs. 

After some other training engagements he 
eventually entered the employ of James R. Keene, 
for whom he scored some of the greatest suc- 
cesses of his long career. Among the Keene 
horses were Sysonby, Colin, Makesette, Peter 
-an, Celt, Ballot and various others which kept 
the Keene silks at the top of the list from 1905 
to 1908, inclusive. Then followed the engage- 
ment with Harry Payne Whitney, which con- 
tinued until the time of his death. The successes 
of the Whitney silks under the able training of 
James Rowe are too recent to need recalling ex- 
cept to repeat that in 1913, 1920, 1924, 1926 and 
1927 he led all the other trainers in point of 
money won. 

Besides his particularly eventful career as a 
jockey and trainer, Mr. Rowe officiated as a 
starter for a time and he also served as a steward 
of racing in California. 


FAIR GROUNDS CHANGES 


HE resignations of James M. Murphy, as 

general manager, and Jospeh M. Murphy, 
as presiding steward, have been accepted by the 
Louisiana Jockey Club, of which Col. E. R. Brad- 
ley is the principal stockholder. Announcement 
has not been formally made, but it is reported 
that C. g. Fitz Gerald, who was in the stand at 
Arlington Park’s marvelous meeting, will be at 
the helm in the stewards’ stand at the Fair 
Grounds next winter. A successor to James M. 
Murphy is not to be selected, it is said. The plan 
is understood to be to conduct the meeting next 
winter under the heads of departments. Joseph 
McLonnan will be racing secretary and George 
Doll will be in charge of pari-mutuels. Edward 
R. Burch, Colonel E. R. Bradley’s chief account- 
ant, is removing from Lexington to New Orleans 
by September 1 and he will look after the fiscal 
affairs.

COLONEL BAKER IS RETIRING. 


OLONEL R. L. BAKER, who has been racing 
horses without interruption for thirty-three 


years, announced August 3 that he is going to 
retire from the sport, except that he will keep 
two, three or four broodmares to retain an in- 
terest and a connection with the Turf. His year- 
ling crop this year was five and he has decided 
to sell them privately. They are unbroken and 
are being kept at Harrie D. Scott’s farm on the 
Russell Cave Pike, near Lexington. He has also 
ten horses at the Kentucky Association track, 
which he says he will sell privately or by auction 
this fall. 

He has reduced his broodmare holding to 
seven, having recently sold five to Otto W. Leh- 
mann, president of the American National 
Jockey Club, and one to Robert Sterling Clark, 
the owner of Galaday and Current. 

Colonel Baker’s yearlings are as _ follows: 
Brown colt by Prince Pal out of Fluzey (dam of 
Parmelee and Perfect Model), by Fair Play; bay 
colt by Supremus out of Cozenza (a very fast 
mare), by *Light Brigade; bay colt by Angon, 
out of Red Head (her first foal), by King Gorin; 
bay colt by *Colonel Vennie, out of Manicure 
(dam of Fire Cure and Glennie), by Transvaal; 
and chestnut filly by *Golden Broom, out of 
Piemento (dam of Anna Beall and Red Head) 
by *Light Brigade. 

The Prince Pal and Supremus colts are the 
stars of the lot, all of which are well worth while.

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quently and last long. His greatgrandam, Gold 
Lace, by *Ormonde, was the dam of nine win- 
ners, including Alencon, winner of 33 races. 


Of the five fillies by Chatterton, the writer’s 
fancy turned strongest to the bay daughter 
of Dolly Higgins (dam of Beaverkill, stakes win- 
ner of 17 races; Dolly Gaffney, Nadie Mc, Gaff- 
ney, 17 wins, and grandam of Crusader) by 
Migraine, the next dam being Frances McClel- 
land, daughter of the great mare Sallie Mc- 
Clelland by Hindoo. She is a fine filly, evidencing 
much quality and good sense. 


The Chatterton—Cadeau filly is a compact 
miss, bay in color, and very powerful. She is 
half-sister to seven winners, including the stakes 
winners Caladium and Sankari and Grace Foster, 
dam of the stakes winner African. Cadeau is a 
winning daughter of Golden Maxim and is sister 
to Mademoiselle Maxime, dam of the winners 
French Lady and French Soldier. 


The brown daughter of Chatterton—Chapala, 
by Sir Dixon, out of Breakwater, impresses one 
with her evident durability and looks the making 
of a winner. Chapala is the dam of Daddy Long 
Legs and Storm Cloud and of Misetta, dam of 
Clownlette. Chapala is own sister to the stakes 
winners Yankee Girl and Running Water and to 
Dike (dam of five winners) and half-sister to the 
stakes winner and producer Addie M. and Christ- 
mas Star, dam of Escoba and Mars. Yankee Girl 
is the grandam of Bostonian. 

The half-sister to Eternal Magic and Georgia 
W., a chestnut filly by Chatterton-——Debonaire 
(sister to Viva America) by *McGee, is a good 
one. She displays much quality and should rank 
well in racing. 

There are three of the get of Jim Gaffney, al- 
ways dependable, in the consignment—-a brown 
colt out of Bonnie Morn, a brown filly out of 
Bandeau and a chestnut filly out of Trique. The 
Bonnie Morn colt was not foaled until’ May 4, 
but he is well made, is a good doer, and a worthy 
prospect. Bonnie Morn is a young daughter of 
Ballot, and her dam, Star Maid, by *Star Shoot, 
won the Ashland Oaks, produced the winners 
Metric and Our Star, and was sister to Coy Lad. 
The youngster, therefore, has strong credentials. 

Bandeau’s filly also is a May foal. Bandeau is 
a young mare by Tony Bonero, out of Crownlet 
(dam of the stakes winners Cotton Blossom and 
Wax Lady and the winners Penang and Hasty 
Lady, and sister to Evelina, winner of 19 races) 
by *Mazagan. 

Trique’s filly is a good one, smoother than the 
Jim Gaffneys generally come. Trique, a young 
mare, is by Cudgel (winner of 28 races), out of 
Tiarco (dam of Landlord) by Uncle. Tiarco is 
sister to Motor Cop (stakes winner of 32 races) 
and Arrowhead, 16 wins). Xarco, the next dam, 
also produced five winners, including Elemental, 
27 wins. 

The brown colt by *Wrack--Gay Plumage, by 
“McGee, is a half-brother to the stakes winner 
Golden Plume, out of a sister to the stakes win- 
ner Fountain Fay and the winners Grazelle, Phil 
McCann and Prince Harry and half-sister to the 
stakes winner Sweep Up II. He is a nice, com- 
pactly made, handy colt. 

The half-sister to Buck Pond and Demon is a 
tidy-looking, very quick, bay filly by *Durbar 
IIl—Hester R. (half-sister to Robert and Top- 
land), by Plaudit (sire of the dam of Rose of 
Sharon), out of Topsy Over (half-sister to Prin- 
cess Orna, 24 wins, dam of seven winners. 

The bay colt (half-brother to Jealous, Island 
Lad, Briny Breezes and Tom Craven) by *Poli- 


tian—Lakelet (dam of Jeff Bernstein, Land 
Breeze, Baringo and Breezyland), by *Orlando, 
out of Lake Breeze, winner of the Latonia Oaks 
and also dam of John Millin, Lake Fonso, Argus 
and South Breeze, and grandam of Bad News, 
winner of 54 races. 

The bay or brown filly by Stimulus, out of the 
young mare Lilane by Vindex, out of Rural (dam 
of four winners) by Moharib, is a smoothly made 
one with very speedy action in the paddock, and 
sure to race. 

Plain, but good, the bay filly by Campfire 
Caller Ou by *Oddfellow, is owned jointly by 
Messrs. Clay and Hancock. Caller Ou won and is 
the dam of Millwick (12 wins, including Ohio 
State Derby), Full Moon (37 wins up to nine), 
Hughie (17 wins), Caller Herrin and Marie 
Blanche II. 

Few studs anywhere have, for the limited 
number maintained at Marchmont, any better 
mares on the whole, and Mr. Clay is to be con- 
gratulated upon the progress he has_ thus 
early made. 


NEW YORK 


FIRST WEEK AT SARATOGA. 
ARATOGA’S annual race meeting opened with 
weather as if made to order and it continued 


fine until the sixth day-—the first Saturday, Aug- 
ust 3--when there was drizzling rain and a chill 
in the air, making it quite uncomfortable for the 
large crowd in attendance. On opening day 
trainer James Fitzsimmons gained the laurels by 
first taking the Flash Stakes with Belair Stud 
Stable’s Gallant Fox and then the Saratoga Han- 
dicap with Wheatley Stable’s Diavolo. 

The second day the Shillelah Steeplechase, 
which was won by Greentree Stable’s Coronation, 
was the feature and furnished thrilling entertain- 
ment for a large attendance. 

James Fitzsimmons came into the limelight 
strongly again on the third day when he saddled 
Belair Stable’s Flying Gal, winner, and Wheatley 
Stable’s Erin, third, in the Schuylerville Stakes, 
which served further to draw attention to the 
get of *Sir Gallahad III, as had the performances 
of Galaday at Chicago. 

With Pansy Walker, Galaday, Gallant Fox and 
Flying Gal, this splendid French racehorse now 
has four 2-year-old winners, the last named two 
being stakes winners. He seems to have a great 
future. 

Buddy Bauer, saddled by “Dick” Thompson, 
piloted by Mack Garner, won the American 
Legion Handicap for Col. E. R. Bradley on the 
fourth day, and marked the first stakes success 
of the meeting for a horse from the West. 

That day also the steeplechase race was won 
by *Tourist II, an English 4-year-old, owned by 
the Stanford Stud Farms Stable, trained by 
Hollie Hughes. This bay colt, by Son-in-Law, out 
of Touraine, by Swynford, had previously raced 
only as a 38-year-old in England, on the fiat, 
winning the Princess of Wales Stakes, 1'4 miles, 
at Newmarket in July. He had before that been 
second to Consul in the North Derby, 1'2 miles, 
at Newcastle, and second to Pictoralas in the 
Midland Breeders’ Foal Plate, 114, miles, at 
Birmingham. 

The fifth day saw a double for the colors of 
George D. Widener, whose horses are trained by 
the capable A. J. Joyner. The first came when 
Arcturus nosed out Chicate, and the second was 
when War Saint repeated his Empire City suc- 
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cess in the closing number. The stakes feature 
of Friday was the Test, which was won by Dinah 
Did Upset, carrving the colors of S. W. Labrot, 
for whom Carrol B. Reid is training as well as 
managing the Thoroughbred horse department of 
his Holly Beach Farm at Annapolis, Md. 

The victory of Dinah Did Upset also brought 
gladness to Messrs. Carr & Piatt, who are send- 
ing to the Saratoga sales a yearling brother to 
her, and he is one of the brag colts of the year. 
Should bring a big price. 

The fifth day, too, brought sadness to the 
racing colony, for that morning the veteran 
trainer, James Rowe, had died at the Saratoga 
Hospital. Elsewhere in this issue there is an 
account of his passing and of his career. 

Aside from the disagreeableness of the cold 
rain, the large crowd in attendance on the sixth 
day had added disappointment in the absence of 
Blue Larkspur from the Miller Stakes, and they 
heard with regret that the 3-year-old champion’s 
racing days probaly were at an end because of a 
bowed tendon. 

The Miller Stakes went to Marine, which Pete 
Coyne had added when he heard that Blue 
Larkspur was out, and it was a way to a double 
for the colors of Joseph E. Widener, for Alert, 
a first-time starter, won the race for 2-year-olds. 
This day Willie Garner rode two winners and his 
Uncle Mack did likewise. 

The honors for the week went to George D. 
Widener, his stable having won four of the 38 
races decided. Joseph E. Widener, Harry Payne 
Whitney and the Greentree Stable each won 
three races; John E. Madden, the Sanford Stud 
Farms Stable, Belair Stud Stable, Rancocas 
Stable and W. R. Coe, two each, and Mrs. K. E. 
Hitt, Rudolph Spreckles, Wheatley Stable, Saga- 
more Stable, Walter M. Jeffords, H. T. Archibald, 
Glen Riddle Stable, A. C. Schwartz, Dorwood 
Stable, E. R. Bradley, Canyon Stable, Mapleton 
Stud Stable, Thomas Hitchcock, S. L. Labrot and 
L. M. Curtis, one each. 

Even though there was rain on the sixth day, 
President R. T. Wilson, Secretary George H. Bull 
and their associates in management of the plant 
were recipients of deserved compliments on the 
appearance of the premises and the fine sport of 
the first week at the grand old racing ground. 


SWOPE BUYS ROSE CONTRACT. 

Herbert Bayard Swope, formerly executive 
editor of The World (New York), at Saratoga 
July 30 bought from I. B. Humphreys the con- 
tract on the services of Jockey George Ross, and 
has permitted John D. Hertz to have a call on 
the rider. Mr. Swope has no horses, but is in the 
market for good ones. He is said to have asked 
a price on Galaday, but Robert Sterling Clark 
was not in a selling mood. 


GALLANT FOX SCORES. 

Trainer James Fitzsimmons scored a fine stake 
double, opening day at the Saratoga Springs 
course, July 29, when he saddled Gallant Fox, 
who won the fifty-fifth running of the Flash 
Stakes, first feature of the program, and Diavolo, 
who won the Saratoga Handicap. The Flash 
Stakes, a 22-year-old event (515 furlongs, 1:06, 
track fast, net value to winner $5,850), brought 
out some of the best 2-year-olds of the season. 
Gallant Fox, William Woodward’s Belair Stud 
Stable’s homebred, began well, but was outrun 
for the first half, when he rapidly moved up on 
the outside to win by a length and one-half from 
Caruso, who had held command all the way. 


Hi-Jack, in his first start, finished four lengths 
back of Caruso and a head in front of Sarazen IT, 
with Bud Broom, Kilkerry, Taos, Sun Craig, 
Maybe, Yankee Doodie, Prometheus, Kai Feng 
and St. Jim finishing as named.

Dunmore’s first stakes victory came when he 
won the first running of the Mid-Summer Claim- 
ing Stakes (1 1-8 miles, 1:51 3-5, track fast, net 
value to winner $6,575) at Arlington Park, 
July 31. The start was good and slow. Dunmore 
saved ground and when called on moved up 
fast, somewhat impeding the leaders, but on en- 
tering the stretch drew away to win easily by 
six lengths from Flattery, three lengths in front 
of Laundryman, a head in front of Sister Zoe, 
and Peter Parley, Beauregard, Big Chief and 
Boris finishing as named. Dunmore was the odds- 
on favorite, paying his backers only sixty-eight 
cents on the dollar.

FATOR’S SUSPENSION 


O one man, be he powerful owner, famous 
jockey, or even a king, is too big for the 
Turf. No person can hope to violate the rules 
of racing and expect to get away with it, be 
he power itself. The recent suspension to La- 
verne Fator, America’s leading rider, at Aque- 
duct, serves to bring this point again to the 
attention of Turf fans all over America. 
Fator, now the ace among jockeys that Earl 
Sande is in semi-retirement, was “given the 
meeting” at Aqueduct for what was termed as a 
suspicious looking ride on Folking. It is said 
that one prominent bookmaker at the course 
was laying much higher odds on Folking than 
his mates, and was taking in plenty. 
The stewards took action in quick order. To 
their everlasting credit, they did not dally, but 
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told Fator to stay on the ground as an exemplary 
lesson. The Pinkertons soon thereafter informed 
a bookmaker to make himself scare at the track. 
The bookmaker did. 

Fator is a whale of a rider. He has gained 
wealth and fame on the Turf. The public idol- 
izes him and demands that he keep unsoiled and 
away from the sordid operations of those who 
may be classed as crooks. Fator has made far 
more from honest riding ability than he could 
ever hope to make with shady tactics. He has 
everything in the world to make him happy, 
success, money, a fine family, and a reputation. 
That he should take any chances with the latter 
is strange. Many considered Sande the greater 
rider of the two when both were riding a couple 
of years back. One of the main reasons for this 
was the fact that when Sande was up on a horse 
fans could bet their bottom dollar that Sande 
would try to win. He got himself in trouble by 
trying too hard to win in a few instances, but 
it was never said that Sande was going to or 
did “take” such and such a horse. 

Unhappily, Fator does not enjoy the unqualified 
confidence of all racing fans. It was only on the 
Rancocas horses, his stable employer, that every- 
one that went to the racetrack felt absolutely 
sure that they would get a ride for their money. 
Fator’s services were and are today eagerly 
sought on 10, 15, and 20-1 shots when they are 
trying. He has a remarkable ability to get the 
best out of most his mounts. Fator is old enough 
to remember the old advertising slogan with 
which Tom Lipton, the tea merchant and one of 
the grandest sportsmen in the world, placarded 
America. It was, “Honesty is;the Best Policy.” 
And although that phrase has gone out of date. 
the thought has not and will not. Let others on 


the Turf take warning—National Turf Digest 
(Baltimore). 


THE “TOTE” IN ENGLAND 

a el must be clear to everyone concerned with 

racing that the introduction of the totaliza- 
tor method of wagering on to English courses 
this week has created something like a revolu- 
tion” says ‘“Audax,” in Horse and Hound (Lon- 
don) July 6. “After the betting tax was insti- 
tuted there was a marked restriction in the 
prices offered by the layers, and there was no 
indication that their figures extended, so far as 
the backer was concerned, when the tax was 
rescinded; but when they came up against op- 
position in the shape of the totalizator matters 
completely changed. 

“It was generally remarked after the first race 
at Newmarket on Tuesday that under the old 
conditions the winner Huncoat would almost cer- 
tainly have been included among the 100 to 8& 
others division instead of being quoted at 33 to 1, 
while the ‘tote’ returned 39 to 1. Then again 
on Wednesday how many racegoers who have 
been regular followers of the game for the last 
thirty years or so remember such prices as those 
returned over the Stetchworth Stakes, for which 
five ran, two or whom were almost equal at 
evens, another at 25 to 1, and the remaining pair 

which included the winner—-each at 100 to 1! 

“As my readers know, the introduction of the 
totalizator on to English courses has been strong- 
ly advocated in these columns for the past three 
years or more by ‘Faraway,’ our esteemed con- 
tributor of French racing notes, who affirmed 
that it would lead to fairer prices for the punter, 
increased attendances of the public, improved ac- 
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commodation and cheaper entrance fees on our 
racecourses, and better conditions for the owner 

in faet, an all-round improvement that would 
operate to the benefit of racing generally. His 
prophetic assertions, I feel sure, will in the long 
run be realized in every respect once the system 
has been got into proper working order, for such 
shortcomings as were noticeable at Newmarket 
and Carlisle this week, and which are incident to 
almost every drastic innovation, can easily be 
remedied.”

THE PANTHER’S RETURN 


HE PANTHER, having been purchased by a 
small syndicate of English breeders is to be 


returned from the Argentine to the land of his 
birth, and perhaps already has been shipped from 
Buenos Aires. The Panther is thirteen years old, 
by Tracery, out of Countess Zia, by Gallinule, she 
out of Order of Merit (grandam of Royal Lancer, 
winner of the St. Leger) by Collar. The Panther 
won the Two Thousand Guineas in 1919, beating 
Buchan, and in December of that year was sent 
to the Argentine. His offspring have raced five 
seasons in the Argentine and have won 156 races 
of first money total value of $270,000. The Brit- 
ish Bloodstock Agency is in charge of the book- 
ings for The Panther for the season of 1930 at a 
fee of approximately $1,000. Horse and Hound 
(London) says: 

“The reason for the repurchase of The Panther 
and his return to England, is, of course, the out- 
standing successes achieved by the offspring of 
Tracery’s sons, Flamboyant and Abbots Trace. 
The former, it will be recalled, is the sire of 
Abbots Speed, Jurisdiction, O’Curry, Sunny 
Trace, Golden Chalice, The MacNab, and a host 
of other winners, his offspring having won over 
£65,000 ($325,000). Flamboyant, sire of the Two 
Thousand Guineas winner, Flamingo, is now in 
Germany, and therefore not easily available for 
English breeders. The list of Abbots Trace is 
booked full many seasons in advance, so the re- 
turn of The Panther will be a most welcome ad- 
dition to the list of stallions in England.” 

This explains the anxiety of the English breed- 
ers to have *Waygood back in that country at 
double the price William B. Miller paid for him, 
and it justifies that astute breeder’s decision to 
keep his son of Tracery at the head of affairs at 
Greenwich Stud, which is located on the farm of 


the former celebrated Nursery Stud, where 
Tracery was foaled. We soon will be hearing 
from the get of *Waygood in a large way, or 
THE BLOOD-HORSE is badly off the mark in judg- 
ment of blood and prospective sires.
